II. Terms of Reference 

(i) To discuss periodically ongoing negotiations in 
multilateral trade bodies as well as other bodies in respect 
of trade related issues, with special emphasis on 
discussions and negotiations in the WTO. 

(ii) To review the status of legislation/ administrative action 
on international obligations in the sphere of trade. 

(iii) To examine from time to time non-tariff barriers against 
Indian goods and the action being pursued for 
dismantling such barriers. 

(iv) To recommend strategies for increasing market access for 
Indian goods. 
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(v) To analyze the implications of various changes in the 
global commercial scenario with the intention of 
recommending suitable policy changes. 

(vi) Any other policy issues that Minister of Commerce & 
Industry may wish to place for consideration. 

III. The Committee will formulate its own procedure of working. 

IV. The expenses on TA & DA, if any, will be borne by the 
respective Department in respect of Government Officials, whereas 
non-officials will be entitled to claim TA & DA to be borne by 
Department of Commerce, as per rules. 

V. The Headquarters of the Committee will be at New Delhi but it 
may meet at any other, place in India.
